Crop Report. 


Weather conditions during the 
week over Manitoba were of a 
varied character, the carlier por- 
tion was comparatively warm and 
farmers were in most districts to 
get in two or three: days’ work on 
the land according to report of 


the Agricultural department, 
Canadian Pacific Railway,  to- 
wards mid-week, temperatures 


dropped and the soil became so 
frozen that further operations 
had to be discontinued, and the 
expectations of an early spring 
opening indicated by conditions 
during tht: latter part of March 
did not materialize. 

Considerable spring work was 
done throughout the province of 
Saskatchewan during the past 
week, under comparatively favor- 
able weath>r conditions. On 
the lighter lands, a good deal of 
seed has gone in, the soil gener- 
ally being in satisfactory con- 


In Alberta good weather for 
som: days past has enabled farm- 
ers on all but heavy: soils to get 


on the land. Things thave been 
drying up rapidly and seeding 
will be general this week. Farmers 
are very optimistic du: in part ‘to 
the satisfactory condition of the 
soil and partly as a result of 
their better financial standing on 
account bf the good prices real- 
ized or the 1925 crop. Requests 
for farm labor have not e:n 
very heavy and a good’supply of 
men is available so that no diffi- 
culty in this regard is expected. 
Cattle are in excellent condition 
and with the warmer wiather and 
fairly anyple moisture, pastures 
are coming along nicely. The 
condition of the horses on the 
range is reported ito be some- 
what poor, but they will pick up 
rapidly if ti: weather continues 
favorable. A specie of worm 
known as ‘the army cut-worm is 
appearing in the Lomond, Ar- 
maida and ‘Retlaw districts on the 
Suffield subdivision. Farmers, 
on account:of the presence of this 
pest havé- discontinued s:eding, 
an entomological expert of ‘he 
department of Agriculture has 
been on the ground, and has ad- 
vised farmers to put iin their sesd 
and follow up with bait be- 
fore the gtain comes thro the 
ground. ,Bait will be supplied 
by the provincial government as 
in former years. ‘The army cut- 
worm only fasts one season, when 
it is destroyed by its natural en- 
emies. A nuntber of’ farmers 
have decided to hold off seeding 
until May 10th, after which daté 
tt is considered their is no fur- 
there danger from this source. 
Seeding has begun at.a number 
of points on the followi sub- 
divisions— MacLeod, "Siicting. 
Bassano, Gleichen, Lacomts:, 
Taber, Aldersyde, Red Deer, 
Langton, Suffield, Irricana, Hard- 
isty and Brooks.
